RING-SOLD  COAL  MINE  AT  TIM5LIN,  PA.  ,  INSPECTED 

The  use  of  "black  powder  for  blasting,  open  flame  cap  lamps,  inadequate  venti¬ 
lation,  and  smoking  by  workers  underground,  have  been  described  by  Federal  coal 
mine  inspectors  as  the  outstanding  hazards  in  the  Ringgold  coal  mine  of  the  Alle¬ 
gheny  River  Mining  Company  at  Timblin,  Jefferson  County,  Pa.,  according  do  Dr.  R. 
R.  Sayers,  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines. 

Employing  171  men,  the  mine  produces.  750  tons  daily  from  a  33-inch  coal  bed. 
About  97  percent  of  the  coal  is  loaded  on  shaking-conveyors  and  the  remainder  di¬ 
rectly  into  mine  cars,  it  was  stated  in  a  formal  report  by  three  inspectors  who 
visited  the  mine  on  June  24-29,  1942.  Their  report  has  been  submitted  to  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Interior  Harold  L.  Ickes. 

Except  in  wet  places  where  permissible  explosives  are  used,  coal  is  blasted 
by  black  powder,  fired  with  squibs  and  electric  detonators,  the  report  stated. 
Representing  a  serious  ignition  hazard,  black  pov/der  produces  a  longer,  more  in¬ 
tense  flame  than  permissible  explosives,  the  inspectors  said.  They  urged  the  ex¬ 
clusive  use  of  permissible  explosives,  fired  electrically,  and  also  recommended 
that  a  practice  of  firing  dependent  shots  be  discontinued  to  eliminate  the  possi¬ 
bilities  of  blown-out  shots*  As  an  additional  precaution,  holes  should  not  be 
charged  and  tamped  until  the  preceding  hole  is  fired,  they  said.  A  safer  method 
for  storing  explosives  underground  also  should  be  adopted,  the  report  added. 

Open  flame  cap  lamps  and  smoking  underground  were  other  potential  sources  of 
ignition  for  a  fire  or  explosion,  the  inspectors  asserted.  Although  the  mine  is 
rated  nongassy  by  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Mines,  the  inspectors  recalled 
that  several  so-called  nongassy  mines  have  had  disastrous  gas  explosions.  There¬ 
fore,  they  recommended  the  adoption  of  permissible  electric  cap  lamps  and  a  ban 
on  smoking  underground  to  reduce  the  ignition  dangers..  Analyses  of  air  samples 
revealed  only  traces  of  methane,  an  explosive  gas,  but  this  indicates  that  the 
mine  is  liberating  gas  and  it  should  be  inspected  carefully  at  regular  intervals, 
the  report  stated.  Permissible  flame  safety  lamps  should  be  used  in  such  inspec¬ 
tions.
